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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW, N. H.,, BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. 


The public schools of Plaistow have held their ses- 
sions of thirty-six weeks, for the past year, with the ex- 
ception of the Clark school which was closed three weeks 
after the opening of the Spring term on account of whoop- 
ing cough, and has not been opened again owing to ‘the 
very small number of scholars, which were readily ac- 
commodated in the other schools. The district has been 
subject to several changes in the teaching force. At the 
opening of the school year Miss Stacey was transferred 
from the South to the Westville, and Miss Pnper was given 
the South school who taught one term and then was fol- 
lowed by Miss Marion H. Batchelder, who has proved an 
efficient teacher. Miss White who taught the Spring term 
-at the North Main street school, resigned, and Miss Lottie 
H. Elliott was given the school. Miss Stacey resigned the 
Westville school in October to accept a better position in 
_ Haverhill, and has been succeeded by Miss M. Anna Fi- 
field. The Pollard school teachers, Miss Noble in the 
grammar and Miss Emery in the primary department are 
the only teachers that have held over and continued 
through the year. All the schools give evidence of steady 
improvement. In accordance with the vote of the school 
district, last year, the Board of Education with the towns 
of Raymond, Hampstead and Lee, engaged Mr. Clarence 
K. Baker, as superintendent of. schools. There is no ques- 
tion but he has been of quite a material help to our teach- 
ers, and to the efficiency of our schools. He has made 
weekly visits to each school and held public, oral ex- 
aminations in some, indicating to parents and the board 
the work that is being done. There have been no re- 
pairs of any consequence on any of the school buildings.* 
What more extensive repairs need to be made have been 
laid over, because of.the prospective consolidation of the 
schools, the time for which seems to be at hand. The 
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small number of pupils of the North Main street and the 
South schools, together with imminent demand for more 
room at the centre school, are pointers toward a consolida- 
tion that will-give us four schools at the Centre, in place 
of six, as heretofore, affording us the best teaching force 
possible, and greater efficiency, as well as greater economy 
when once well under way. If the highest grade of 
teachers are to be obtained and retained with us, there 
will naturally be a demand for larger salaries. 

During the year eleven of our scholars have been at- 
tending Haverhill High, Robinson Seminary, Exeter, San- 
born Seminary, Kingston and Atkinson Academy, Atkin- 
son. The prospect is that as many or more will be in at- 
tendance at these schools another year. 

The estimates of the board for the fiscal year begin- 
ning Feb. 15, will be for the payment of High school tui- 
tion, $450.00; for text books and supplies, $50.00; for 
flags, $1.95. In addition to the amount required-by law 
the board recommend the appropriation of $500.00. 

Parents are again reminded of the importance of 
children being regular in their attendance, as the greater 
the average attendance, the more money will be granted. 
by the state. 

The financial statement and the statistical report and 
superintendent Baker’s report to the board are pp 
to which attention is called.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the Honorable School Board of Plaistow :— 


I have the honor of making to you my first annual 
report on the condition of the schools in your district, and 
of making a few suggestions, and recommendations. Dur- 
ing the few months that I have had the schools in charge, 
I have endeavored to ascertain the exact status of each 
individual child, and then instruct his teacher how to get 
the best results in the minimum of time. The problem 
that confronts the school officials, and teachers is how 
best to develop tlie children uniformly, and systemati- 
eally. There is always a _ temptation, and tendency 
amongst teachers to develop the pupils along the line of 
the least resistance, as a consequence the subjects that 
need special effort are neglected. The curricula of our 
erammar schools are well understood, all that remains for 
those in charge to do is to keep the pupils developed uni- 
formly and rationally. A word as to the work of a good 
grammar school. To begin quality and not quantity is. 
to be aimed at. One of the principal causes of poor work 
in the elementary schools is the quite prevalent idea 
amongst parents and teachers that they are only places. 
in which to prepare the children for something else, and 
not a school proper in which is taught useful branches. 
-The cudgel of non-promotion is held over the pupils to 
urge them on. Good schools can never result from this 
scheme, nor can we ever obtain good conscientious work 
until everybody understands that the branches taught are 
good in. themselves, and will be of use to the child in his 
life work. 

Do we appreciate what should be accomplished in a 
grammar school ? Do we all realize that without a gcood 
grounding in the studies taken up here that the child will 
never be able to do decent school work thereafter ? Let. 
us take a brief survey of what the graduate should know 
and what he should be able to do. First of all he should 
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be able to read and talk the English language intelligent- 
ly and intelligibly, and be able to write legibly. The 
ability to do these things should be the standard by which © 
the efficiency of a grammar school should be judged. All 
other branches are incidental and subordinate to the moth- 
er tongue. His knowledge of geography should enable him 
to read books of travel and the newspaper intelligently, 
that of history the logical story of the growth of his coun- - 
try, and that of arithmetic to make ordinary calculations 
of every-day business, but his time should not be wasted 
solving mathematical puzzles and enigmas. Every par- 
ent and taxpayer has the right and should demand that — 
these conditions be fulfilled. 

The demands of economy and efficiency have led. to 
consolidation in every business walk in life even in the 
churches. The child in the most remote corner of the dis- - 
‘trict should have as good school privileges as the one in 
the village; but this can only be done by consolidation 
and transportation. It seems to your superintendent that 
it would be advisable, when financially possible, to add 
two rooms to the Pollard school and transport the pupils 
from the distant sections. It would then be possible and 
profitable to establish a first year High school. 

I wish to say a word to the parents of our children. 
A glance at the visiting lst of our school registers will 
show that you are interested in the work. The whole- 
some effect of these visits cannot be estimated. Our little 
folks are more observing than we think. When they see 
father and mother visiting the school the importance of 
the work is magnified and they will study much better for 
this wholesome stimulus, for to them their parents are 
the best and wisest people in the world. 

The matter of books and supplies is of some moment, 
one dollar and a half per child is considered a fair, not a 
liberal allowance. Reading matter is indispensable if we 
are to educate our children. 
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: The question of finance is always to be considered in 
the municipalitics and as a help I would suggest that as 
far as possible we make use of the state aid law and en- 
gage teachers who possess certificates and thus be able 
to pay a living salary to capable teachers. — - 6 
In closing I wish to thank the board, the teachers, the 
parents, and most especially the children for their sup- 
‘port, and cooperation.
